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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 2 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Argenta 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,636,643). 

With respect to claim 1: Argenta teaches a method comprising positioning the opening of an 
appliance 29, considered herein to be a vacuum cup inasmuch as it has a cup-like shape and is 
connected to a vacuum source 30, over said wound, applying a vacuum via tubing 12 to the 
interior cavity of said appliance 29, and maintaining said vacuum. With regard to the limitation 
"until the flow has arrested or slowed", Argenta teaches that the suction is applied to draw 
exudates from the wound and is preferably shut off before a blood vessel in the wound area 
ruptures due to application of suction, thus the limitation is considered herein to flow inherently 
and necessarily from the teachings of Argenta. (Col. 7, lines 42-58, 63,64, Col. 8, lines 19-34, 
Col. 14, lines 40-56) 

With respect to claim 2: The method taught by Cooper further comprises releasing the vacuum 
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from pump 40 once the flow has arrested or slowed. With regard to the limitation "removing the 
cup from said wound, rupture or laceration", Argenta teaches that the suction is applied through 
the cup to a test subject (an animal) as part of a routine until the wounded areas were filled with 
granulation tissue wherein the granulation tissue is coplanar with the surrounding tissue. 
Argenta's teaching that the routine is continued until this occurs is interpreted herein as a 
teaching that the cup is no longer present when the granulation tissue is coplanar with 
surrounding tissue, i.e. it has been removed. (Col. 14, lines 40-56)
